According  to  Russ  Mickelson,  chairman  of  the  group,  the 
first  big  job  of  the  committee  will  be  to  gather  student  opinion  and 


Education  Keynotes 
Two  Week 
Economics  Confab 

Under  the  joint  sponsorship  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
and  the  Utah  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, a conference  on  economic 
education  in  Utah  wil  be  conduc- 
ted on  the  Brigham  Young  cam- 
pus from  August  3 to  21. 

The  conference  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dean  William  F.  Ed- 
wards of  the  College  of  Com- 
merce. 

Approximately  70  teachers  se- 
lected from  high  schools  of  the 
state  and  neighboring  areas  will 
attend.  With  the  exception  of 
their  tuition,  their  expenses  will 
be  provided  for  board,  room,  and 
field  trips  out  of  the  workshop 
budget,  now  being  assembled  by 
fund-raising  committees  under 
der  the  chairmanship  of  J.  Ed- 
win Stein,  Provo  real  estate  and 
insurance  executive. 

“The  need  for  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  the  Ameri- 
can economic  system  was  never 
greater  than  it  is  today,”  Dr.  Ed- 
wards said.  “There  is  virtually 
no  problem  confronting  the  citi- 
zen of  today  as  voter,  worker,  or 
consumer  that  does  not  have  ec- 
onomic implications.  Our  future 
strength  and  security  are  de- 
pendent basically  upon  the  un- 
derstanding and  wisdom  of  Mr. 
Citizen.” 

He  pointed  out  that  75  per  cent 
of  the  state’s  youth  end  their

co-ordinate  it  into  possible  im- 
provements. 

In  line  with  this  policy,  Mickle- 
son  urged  students  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  their  student  gov- 
ernment and  then  drop  sugges- 
tions for  improvement  into  pro- 
posed suggestion  boxes. 

The  committee  will  work  close- 
ly with  all  campus  leaders,  and 
will  draw  on  the  experience  of 
Legislative  council  members,  IOC 
representatives,  Honor  council 
members  and  AMS  and  AWS 
heads. 

First  steps  taken  by  the  com- 
mittee include  a study  of  various 
college  student  government  or- 
ganizations throughout  the  coun- 
try, with  a close  look  at  their 
constitutions.  The  committee  also 
discussed  in  some  detail  a plan 
to  more  closely  integrate  the 
campus  executive  department.  Un- 
der the  discussed  plan  a cabinet 
would  be  established,  which  would 
report  directly  to  the  president. 
Each  cabinet  member  would  be 
an  authority  in  his  field  and 
would  head  his  department  as  a 
special  representative  of  the  pres- 
ident. V 

According  to  comittee  members, 
such  a plan  would  broaden  the 
authority  of  the  studentbody  pres- 
ident and  at  the  same  time  would 
relieve  him  and  the  other  two 
or  three  highly  placed  campus 
officials  of  attention  to  minor  de- 
tails. 

The  committee  hastened  to 
point  out,  however,  that  no  defin- 
ite plan  has  been  established,  and 
that  in  all  probability  none  will 
be  for  quite  some  time.

Composed  by  Mr.  Robertson,  who  received  his  A.B.  and  M.A. 


degrees  from  BYU,  the  work  is 
scheduled  for  its  premiere  at  the 
Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  on  Feb.  18, 
the  night  preceding  the  Provo 
performance. 

The  idea  was  first  conceived  in 
1924  when  the  musician  was  rid- 
ing on  a train  with  Elder  Melvin 
J.  Ballard,  a member  of  the 
Council  of  Twelve.  Their  interests 
merged  upon  the  idea  of  an  “Or- 
atorio from  the  Book  of  Mormon” 
and  Elder  Ballard  suggested  that 
portions  of  the  books  of  Helaman 
and  Third  Nephi  would  be  suit- 
able texts.  Since  that  time  Mr. 
Robertson  has  worked  to  over- 
come • difficulties  of  language 
which  resulted  in  a free  verse 
text. 

Mr.  Abravanel  described  the 
composition  as  “a  great  work, 
inspired  work,  a moving  work, 
with  a profusion  of  very  beauti- 
ful choruses  and  wide  and  touch- 
ing arias.” 

The  part  of  Samuel,  the  Laman- 
ite  prophet,  will  be  sung  by  De- 
sire Ligeti  who  received  national 
acclaim  for  his  Easter  perform- 
ance in  Mendelssohn’s  “Elijah” 
with  the  New  York  Philharmonic 
Orchestra.  Other  soloists  will  be 
Harold  H.  Bennett,  baritone;  Ken- 
ly  Whitelock,  tenor;  Naomi  Saun- 
ders Farr,  soprano  and  Melba 
Egbert,  contralto. 

Works  of  Chopin  and  Liszt  will 
also  be  presented  in  addition  to 
the  “Oratorio.”

E.  Power  Biggs,  one  of  the 
world’s  finest  organists,  will  give 
a concert  of  selected  organ  music 
tomorrow  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the 
Joseph  Smith  auditorium.  The 
concert  is  sponsored  by  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University-Communi- 
ty Concert  Association. 

Mr.  Biggs  was  graduated  from 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  in 
London  with  the  highest  honors, 
and  has  performed  in  many  of 
the  historic  cathedrals  of  the 
world.  Now  an  American  citizen, 
he  lives  in  Boston. 

Mr.  Biggs  has  been  acclaimed 
as  the  creator  of  a modern  ren- 
aissance of  the  organ,  and  has 
personally  built  up  a wide  aud- 
ience of  organ  enthusiasts  in  this 
country  through  appearances  in 
the  concert  hall,  with  symphony 
orchestras,  and  on  the  air. 

For  a number  of  years,  he  has 
performed,  over  the  CBS  radio 
network  on  Sunday  mornings, 
playing  in  the  classic  organ  in 
the  Busch-Reisinger  Museum  of 
Harvard  University.  During  1945 
he  played  the  complete  organ 
works  of  Bach  on  these  broad- 
casts duplicating  a series  of  Bach 
concerts  given  in'  1938 — a feat 
which  won  him  country-wide  ad- 
miration— and  repeated  this  com- 
plete performance  for  the  Bach 
anniversary  of  1950.

Deferment  Test 
Announced 
For  Students 

The  national  headquarters  of 
selective  service  has  announced 
April  23  the  date  of  the  1953  col- 
lege qualification  test. 

Students,  who  are  eligible  and 
who  desire  to  gain  a deferment 
from  their  local  draft  boards, 
must  file  their  applications  not 
later  than  midnight,  March  9, 
1953.  Application  blanks  and  a 
bulletin  of  information  may  be 
obtained  from  any  local  draft 
board. 

The  local  draft  boards  will  use 
the  results  of  the  test  in  consider- 
ing a students  application  for  de- 
ferment while  attending  college. 
The  national  headquarters  of  sel- 
ective service  will  relay  the  res- 
ults of  the  test  to  the  local  boards 
after  grading  by  fhe  educational 
testing  service,  the  organization 
that  administers  the  test.  The  sel- 
ective service  advises  students  to 
apply  early,  as  early  filing  will 
be  to  their  advantage. 

With  thousands  of  veterans  be- 
ing discharged  every  month,,  the 
level  of  inductions  will  remain 
high  to  keep  armed  forces  at 
their  authorized  strength.  This 
will  result,  in  tighter  deferment 
rules,  and  few  college  students 
will  be  deferred  without  good 
marks  on  the  test. 

General  Hershey,  director  of 
selective  service,  has  advised 
that  college  deferments  be  dras- 
tically cut  this  next  year  to  pre- 
vent the  drafting  of  fathers.

•No  matter  what’s  said — no  matter  what  the  uncomfortable  facts 
may  be — it  seems  that  campus  drivers*  just  won’t  slow  down. 

Several  issues  ago,  the  UNIVERSE  printed  some  findings  from 
the  campus  traffic  committee,  findings  which  revealed  that  the  far 
greater  percentage  of  campus  drivers  were  exceeding  the  speed  limit, 
and  driving  hazardously.  A smaller  percentage  are  driving  in  re- 
stricted zones  and  parking  illegally.  This  is  less  serious  than  the 
speeding  problem,  and  probably  does  not  constitute  a great  problem. 

But  the  speeding  is  serious.  Our  campus  is  not  one  of  the  larger 
ones.  Our  studentbody  is  growing  to  very  sizable  proportions.  Put 
the  two  together  and  you  have  a problem  even  with  everyone  obey- 
ing the  traffic  regulations — but  let  the  greater  percentage  of  campus 
drivers  pay  no  attention  to  speeding  regulations  and  accidents  are 
no  longer  a possibility — they  are  a probability! 

Everyone  in  a position  to  do  anything  about  the  situation  is 
hesitant  to  really  clamp  down.  There  has  bean  hope  that  student 
drivers  would  get  the  idea  and  slow  down,  but  that  hope  is  fading 
fast.  Perhaps  the  only  solution  is  brute  force.  We  hope  not,  but 
nothing  else,  other  than  a few  dead  bodies,  shows  much  promise  of 
achieving  any  results. 


CONSTITUTIONAL  MISGIVINGS 

Several  weeks  ago  the  members  of  Legislative  Council  took  a 
test  on  the  ASBYU  constition.  As  a whole,  the  council  did  not  show 
an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  document.  There  were  a few  of  the 
members  who  didn’t  show  much  knowledge  at  all  of  it,  as  a matter 
of  fact.  (On  the  other  hand,  Bonnie  Davis  scored  95  out  of  a possible 
100  and  LeRoy  Porter,  studentbody  prexy,  managed  a 90.) 

Before  publishing  the  results,  however,  it  was  decided  to  give 
the  test  to  a representative  group  of  students  to  test  their  knowledge 
of  the  same  constitution.  The  students  were  warned  several  days  in 
advance,  and  given  a chance  to  read  the  document  a couple  of  times, 
and  then  were  given  the  test.  The  results  were  appalling.  The  highest 
score  was  55  and  the  average  was  around  25.  (The  lowest  Council 
score  was  33.) 

We  imagine  that  the  average  student  on  campus  has  never  even 
glanced  at  the  constitution,  and  we  also  imagine,  with  good  reason, 
that  he  knows  practically  nothing  about  student  government. 

We  would  like  to  gently  suggest  that  students  get  just  a little 
familiar  with  this  field.  It’s  important  in  student  life  ,and  its  func- 
tions affect  what  students  do  every  day  more  than  most  of  us  realize. 
It’s  a small  task,  but  it’s  a worthy  one!  '

education  with  high  school,  and 
only  a small  minority  of  them 
acquire  any  realistic  knowledge 
of  the  economic  system.  Conse- 
quently, purposes  of  the  work- 
shop will  be  to  improve  economic 
understanding  of  the  high  school 
teacher,  and  establish  contact 
between  teachers  and  leaders 
business  and  labor  aiding  in  prep- 
aration of  better  materials  for 
the  classroom. 

Dr.  Edwards  said  he  is  asking 
some  of  the  outstanding  econ- 
omists in  the  nation  to  partici- 
pate. 

The  teaching  procedure  will 
include  lectures,  round  table  dis- 
cussions, committee  investiga- 
tions of  problems,  field  trips  to 
industrial  and  business  establish- 
ments, question-and-answer  per- 
iods, dinner  meetings  and  recrea- 
tion. 

One  of  the  residence  halls  will 
be  reserved  for  housing  and  din- 
ing facilities  and  all  other  fac- 
ilities of  the  university — class- 
rooms, library,  gymnasiums — 
will  be  open  to  them.

Brigham  Young’s  Cougars  gain- 
ed undisputed  possession  of  the 
top  rung  of  the  Skyline  Eight 
ladder  Saturday  night  as  they 
pasted  Utah  62-50  while  the  Utah 
State  Aggies  were  holding  off  a 
magnificant  last-ditch  rally  to 
edge  Wyoming  58-56. 

The  Brigs  gained  a nine-point 
halftime  lead  and  played  pretty 
much  even-steven  with  the  inva- 
ders from  the  North  in  the  final 
two  periods. 

Utah’s  one-two  punch,  Bruce 
Goodrich  and  Kent  Bates,  were 
particularly  off  their  usual  stan- 
dard as  were  Cougar  aces  Nick 
Mateljan'  and  Dean  Larsen.  Try 
as  they  might,  none  of  this  quar- 
tet could  come  up  to  their  usual 
performance.  Mateljan  and  Bates 
each  hit  two  goals  while  Larsen 
and  Goodrich  came  up  with)  one 
each  from  the  field. 

Leading  the  scorers  was  jump- 
ing Joe  Richey,  the  Cougars’  all- 
league forward.  Richey  hit  the 
bucket  for  20  counters  but  did  it 


in  such  a manner  that  a good 
part  of  the  audience  wasn’t  aware 
that  he  had  half  that  many.  The 
Arizona  flash  was  particularly  ef- 
fective on  his  jump  shot  from  the 
foul  line. 

The  other  two  senior  Cat  stars, 
Harold  Christensen  and  Boyd 
Jarman,  contributed  a dozen 
points  each  to  the  Cougar  haul. 
They  also  turned  in  outstanding 
floor  games.  Chris’  playmaking 
and  Jarman’s  post-play  and  the 
rebounding  and  general  floorplay 
of  both  men  had  a great  deal  to 
do  with  the  Cougar  victory. 

Coach  Stan  Watts  used  only 
seven  men  throughout  the  con- 
test. 

Star  for  the  Redskins  was  Ed 
Gaythwaite,  who  hit  13  counters 
and  played  an  excellent  agress- 
ive  floor  game.  Alden  Lewis  add- 
ed a dozen  points  to  the  losers 
total. 

The  game  started  slow,  consid- 
erable time  going  by  before  eith- 
er team  could  hit  from  the  field. 


Throughout  the  first  period  the 
lead  went  back  and  forth,  being 
tied  five  times.

Although  several  of  the  players 
had  a rough  night  they  went 
through  nothing  compared  to  the 
referees.
